There is 
a law providing that the Trustees 
of the University, in their discre¬ 
tion. may sell revenue bonds based 
on the returns from dormitories 
and construct all of these build¬ 
ings needed without obligating the 
state in any manner. I feel cer¬ 
tain this is the most logical coiu’se 
and will ask the Trustees to move 
in that direction at the first meet¬ 
ing they have. My responsibility 
for state financing compelled the 
course I took and only followed 
the pattern set for years by the 
University in making all of their 
dormitory construction on revenue 
bonds alone and not a state obli- 
' gation. 

If you will be good enough to 
advise the others of this situa¬ 
tion I will greatly appreciate it..
